* Advisory Council on Walkability and Pedestrian Awareness was created in April 2006 to help develop the
2007 Delaware Statewide Pedestrian Action Plan.

« Some notable recommendations from the 2007 plan that were implemented:

o Adopted a Complete Streets Policy.

o Split the current Bicycle and Pedestrian Coordinator position into two positions (Bicycle Coordinator and
Pedestrian Coordinator).

o Designated a full-time DelDOT Title Il ADA Coordinator.

o Modified design process and subdivision review process to include sign off approval of Title Il ADA Coordinator,
Pedestrian Coordinator and Bicycle Coordinator.

o Developed and maintain an inventory of existing pedestrian facilities, and identify all elements that are not ADA
compliant.

o Integrated transportation and land use planning at all levels of government.
